While one gen- 
tleman from Iridlnaa(Holuian)was here declin- 
ing to pay theoo roads whatlhey earned another 
gentleman from Indiana (Cobb) was In an- 
other room taklng-away what had been given 
them. It was unjust, unfair, unbecoming the 
dignity of a great nation to deal with these 
roads other than as onelndlvldual would deal 
with another.
